farm was innndated, and after the 
waters receded whole districts of mud­ 
dy sediment were exposed.

as in this mud tliat V* orcester 
discovered the reptile, and, capturing 
it, placed it on exhibition in 
his 
stable on Main street, in this city, 
where it has attracted the attention of 
hundreds of curious people all day 
long. 
To tliose who are acquainted witli 
the history of this species » of reptile 
it wTis unnecT^sary to state tliat its 
rarity makes it a curious sight to the 
naked eve.

It is about one foot long, with 
an elongated and vylindrical body, 
llie tail is sliort, broad and oom- 
]iressed laterally. 
The strangest fea­ 
ture of the reptile is its lung.s, wliich 
are on the outside of its body and so 
transparent tlint the Idood'can he 
seen coursing fhroiigh them. 
It lias three sots of lungs, or rather 
three bronchial tubes, all of which arc 
persistent during life.
